Washington, June 13.—Active exchanges of communications be 


ween, the Russian and Japanese governments through the medium 
of President Roosevelt are now going on as to the place and time of 
meeting of the peace commission. It is understood that each belliger- 
ent has named two or three places, either one of which would be sat- 
isfactory. As every suggestion must be cabled to St. Petersburg and 
Tokyo, it may be a day or two before the location is definitely an 
nounced. Another matter being considered is the preliminary terms 
of the armistice. It is likely a fixed date will be determined upon 
and after which neither Oyama or Linevitch shall be allowed to in- 
crease his force. Lines of demarkation will probably be set for the 
fronts of the two armies in the field with a neutral zone between them. 


Washington, June 13.—Count Cas- 


eini, the Russian ambassador, called 
at

House by appoint- 


ment and in the name of Emperor 
Nicholas fprmally accepted the presi- 
dent's "offer of good will." The fol-

FIERCE FIGHTING IN PROGRESS 


BETWEEN JEWS AND RIOTERS 


' Warsaw, June 13.—Martial law has been declared at Brest- 


litovsk where fierce fighting is now in progress between Jews and 
rioters. The disturbances, which started in the Jewish quarter, have 
spread all over the town. The soldiers are not able to put down the 
uprising and General Ostrogradski has been sent from St. Petersburg 
to taKe charge. The trouble, which began Sunday, started by the 
reservists, who arrived there in a famished condition. They raided 
the grocery stores owned by the Jews. Christians joined the reser- 
vists in attacking the Jews and a whole street of Jewish stores was 
devastated. In the first clash, it is reported that 24 Jews were killed, 
and 38 persons, mostly Jews, were wounded. The Jews inflicted some 
damage on their assailants, a number of whom were wounded. The 
fighting continued yesterday. The Jews organized and secured arms. 
When the attack was resumed the Jews fired. The soldiers replied 
with volleys. A pitched battle followed in which many were killed 
and wounded on both sides. Troops fired into the mass of fightin/j 
men and temporarily restored order.

PLANS A HUGE 


MONEY TRUST 


Ryan Would Merge Equitable, Morton 


and Mercantile Companies. 


No Training In Gunnery Worthy of 


the Name, and the Commander-ln- 
Chief's Maneuvering In Battle Cre- 
ateo Confusion—Mavai Officers en 
the Engagement With Togo's Ships. 


Vladivostok, June 13. — Interviews 


with the naval officers who survived 
the battle of the Sea of Japan have 
developed a most sensational story of 
the causes of the Rus/ian disaster 
first of all. and the confolete demor- 
alization which followeo the sinking 
of the flagship Kniaz Souvaroff and 
the wounding of Admiral Rojestven- 
sky. It is explained that not a single 
officer of the fleet knew the Comman- 
der-in-chief's plans. The admirals In 
command of divisions knew no more 
than the sublieutenants, and had to 
rely entirely upon the signals of the 
flagship. Admiral Nebogatoff, upon 
whom the command devolved, had 
seen Rojestvensky only once after the 
juncture of their squadrons, and then 
only for 15 minutes. 


All the stones of extensive target 


practice in Madagascar, it seems, 
were false. During the entire voyage 
there practically was no training in 
gunnery worthy of the name, and the 
big gun practice was confined to three 
shots per vessel. The Japanese con- 
centrated their flre on one ship until 
she was placed out of action, and 
then on another, thus successively 
sinking the Oslabya, Alexander III 
and Kniaz Souvaroff. Some ships de- 
veloped deplorable structural defects. 
The Oslabya sank without having a 
single hole below the water line. 


Lack of homogeneity among the 


ships made it impossible to maneuver 
in harmony. The Vladimir Monomach, 
Admiral Oushakoff and Admiral Se- 
niavin had to lag behind, on this ac- 
count becoming easy victims. Finally 
the ammunition was exhausted after 
the first day's fight. 


Even the very morning of the bat- 


tle, while the buzzing of the wireless 
instruments on the Russian ships 
showed that the Japanese scouts -were 
communicating their dispositions to 
Admiral Togo, Admiral Rojestvensky 
continued his careless maneuvering, 
and when the Japanese actually ap- 
peared the Russians were caught in 
an impossible formation and were at- 
tacked on three fronts. Rojestven- 
sky's position was cramped and his 
transports 
were badly placed and 


caused confusion. While the Jap- 
anese were raining projectiles, even 
from machine guns, on the Russian 
ships, the latter were huddled togeth- 
er, blanketing each other's fire. Only 
the 
lea^prs of the columns could 


bring their guns to bear, and even 
those the untrained gunners fired 
wildly. To render matters worse the 
mines and floating torpedoes sown in 
the paths of the Russian divisions 
added to the confusion. 
The Boro- 


dino, Admiral Nakhimoff and Navarin 
fell victims to these obstructions. 


It is a heartrending narrative that 


Russia and the world should know. 
The sailors and officers were not alto- 
gether to biame. The main fault lies 
elsewhere. There were many heroes 
among the Russians. Captain Berkh 
of the Oslabya committed suicide on 
her bridge as the ship sank rather 
than save himself. There were thou- 
sands of other heroes whose names 
the world will never know.

the United States, and one of the 
largest financial institutions of the 
world, was said to be a part of the 
plan of Thomas F. Ryan in negotiat- 
ing the purchase of the stock of the 
Equitable Life Assurance society held 
by James H. Hyde. Mr. Ryan's plan 
•was reported to be to consolidate the 
Equitable Trust company, the Mercan- 
tile Trust company and the Morton 
Trust company, all of this city, with 
the last named in control. It is said 
that this would result in creating a 
financial institution with deposits sec- 
ond only to those of the National City 
bank of this city, which has deposits 
of $185,000,000. 


Former President Cleveland has 


written a letter to Thomas F. Ryan 
concerning the 
trusteeship of the 


stock of the Equitable, which he ac- 
cepts. He says in part: "I assume 
this duty upon the express condition 
that, so far as the trustees are to be 
vested with discretion in the selection 
of directors, they are to be absolutely 
free and undisturbed in the exercise 
of their judgment. The character of 
the life insurance business is such 
that those who manage and direct it 
are charged with a grave trust for 
those who necessarily "must rely on 
their fidelity. In these circumstances 
they have no right to regard the 
places they hold as ornamental, but 
rather as positions of work and duty 
and watchfulness. Above all things, 
they have no right -to deal with the 
interests intrusted to them in such 
way as to subserve or become con- 
fused or complicated with their per- 
sonal transactions or ventures. While 
the hope that I might aid in improv- 
ing the plight of the Equitable society 
has led me to accept the trust which 
vou tender, I can not rid myself of the 
belief that what haa overtaken this 
company is liable to happen to other 
insurance companies as long as lax 
Ideas of responsibility in places of 
trust are tolerated by our people. The 
high pressure of speculation, the mad- 
ness of inordinate business scheming 
and the chances taken in new and un-

STORM OF PROTEST ARISES OVER 


INCREASE IN THE INSUR- 


ANCE RATES. 


Many of the Older Members Think It 


Is An Effort to Crowd Them Out. 


300 Newark Members. 


Among the three hundred members 


of the Royal Arcanum 
in this' city, 


there has arisen a «torm ot protest 
•over the action of the Supreme Coun- 
cil of the order which orders an extra 
assessment which raises the insur- 
ance rates. 


Many of the older members of this 


order claim that it is only a scheme to 
crowd them out. For an example, one 
member of the Newark council is 70 
years old and the increase in his as- 
sessments has raised his payments 
from $4 to $16 a month. In case he 
drops the insurance as he will neces- 
sarily have to do, it will be impossible 
Cor him to be admitted 
into another 


company on account of his advanced 
years. 
All of the older members of 


the order are deeply concerned ynd at 
a meeting held Monday night the mat- 
ter was very, earnestly discussed. No 
formal action was taken however, at 
this meeting. 


It is believed that this departure is 


unjust, in view of the fact that the or- 
der has about $2,000,000 in the reserve 
fund, which is set aside to be used in 
case the amount gathered from other 
sources does not reach 
far enough. 


There is probability that an injunction 
will be asked for to prevent the Su- 
preme Council from carrying out 
its 


action. The new order does not go in- 
to effect until October 1 next, and the 
probability is that it never will if the 
membership at large can use its influ- 
ence to prevent it. 


It is only within the past few days 


that official notice of the action of the 
law making body has been received 
here, and at once a storm of protest 
has gone up. Most of the members, 
and this applies particularly to the 
older ones, charge that the action of 
the Supreme Council wa^ undertaken 
with the view of forcing them out in 
order to infuse younger blood into the 
order. According to information gath- 
ered here, the advance in the rates 
does not affect those between the aget 
of 21 and 25 years, while for the oth- 
ers the increase is close to 100 per 
cent. 


By some it is argued that the re- 


serve fund was created for the pur- 
pose of making up any deficiency that 
might occur. 
This fund 
aggregates 


about $2,000,000. A year ago the deatt 
rate was unusually large and it 
wa^ 


found necessarw to draw on this fund 
to the extent of over f 60,000. tl is be- 
lieved that this fact made the mem- 
bers of theh Supreme - Council rather 
nervous as to the financial condition 
of the order. 
However, it is argued 


that this fund was Teamed 
for 
thi= 


very purpose, and that any deficiency 
that might occur in it could be readily 
made up by a very low assessment, in- 
asmuch as the order throughout the 
country has amenibership ot over 300, 
000.
